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ASSEMBLY  STUDIES  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  BILLS 


County  Directors 
Named  To  Conduct 
Training  Schools 

Plans  for  basic  training,  including  a 
general  five-hour  course,  for  all  units 
of  the  Citizens  Defense  Corps,  have 
been  launched  with  the  appointment 
of  County  Directors  of  Civilian  Defense 
Schools  by  the  County  Councils  of 
Defense. 

The  State  Council  of  Defense  train- 
ing staff,  headed  by  Dr.  Fred  W.  Hosier 
has  met  with  the  new  County  Directors 
in  five  regions  of  the  state  and  will 
meet  with  directors  in  the  other  three 
regions  during  the  next  few  days. 

The  regional  meetings  were  held 
at  Philadelphia  on  Feb.  18,  at 
Williamsport  Feb.  19,  Pittsburgh 
Feb.  26,  Holliday sburg  Feb.  27, 
and  Franklin  Feb.  28.  A meeting 
is  scheduled  at  Allentown  on 
March  5. 

Under  the  state-wide  plan,  which 
involved  the  training  of  an  ultimate 
total  of  approximately  700,000  vol- 
unteers needed  in  the  16  Defense  Corps 
units,  the  County  Directors  will  organ- 
ize and  conduct  joint  basic  courses  for 
all  volunteers  in  their . county. 

Up  to  now,  training  has  been  given 
only  to  air  raid  wardens  and  auxiliary 
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Control  Centers  to  serve  as  the  com- 
mand headquarters  for  Citizens  De- 
fense Corps  units  during  air  raids  are 
being  set  up  in  a number  of  Penn- 
sylvania cities  following  the  opening 
of  a model  center  at  Harrisburg. 

The  Harrisburg  center,  complete 
with  waiting  room,  message  room,  con- 
trol room,  and  large  control  map,  was 
inspected  by  nearly  100  mayors, 
county  commissioners,  and  Defense 
Council  chairmen  on  Feb.  17. 

From  observations  made  at  that 
time  and  from  printed  instructions  re- 
leased by  the  Office  of  Civilian  De- 
fense, a dozen  or  more  cities  are  now 
mapping  their  own  Control  Center 
layouts. 

Philadelphia,  because  of  its  size,  is 
setting  up  six  divisional  Control  Cen- 
ters and  one  master  center,  and  Pitts- 
burgh similarly  is  planning  a number 
of  centers.  The  Harrisburg  layout  was 
speeded  to  completion  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense so  that  it  could  serve  as  a model. 

Each  Control  Center  will  be  in 
charge  of  a commander,  who  will  have

The  Advisory  Salvage  Committee, 
set  up  by  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
to  supervise  Pennsylvania’s  effort  to 
return  all  usable  waste  material  to  war

final  authority  in  dispatching  Defense 
Corps  units  to  damaged  localities  in 
his  area  during  a raid.  The  com- 
mander named  by  the  Harrisburg- 
Dauphin  Council  of  Defense  is  Major 
S.  M.  Livingston. 

Assisting  the  commander  in  making 
decisions  are  the  emergency  chiefs  of 
fire,  police,  air  raid  wardens,  medical, 
public  works,  and  utilities  squads,  who 
will  be  at  his  side  as  reports  of  dam- 
age flow  into  the  center.  Disposition 
of  squads  will  be  recorded  on  the  con- 
trol map. 

The  services  of  Colonels  Henry  A. 
Reninger  and  William  Pierce,  liaison 
officers  of  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense, are  being  made  available  to 
cities  planning  Control  Centers. 

Cities  and  counties  represented  at 
the  inspection  in  Harrisburg  included: 
Reading-Berks,  Lycoming-Williams- 
port,  Northampton  county,  Armstrong  - 
Kittanning,  Allentown-Lehigh.  Beth- 
lehem, Delaware  county,  Altoona- 
Blair,  New  Castle,  Cambria  county, 
Luzerne  county,  York,  Scranton.  Lan- 
caster, and  Allegheny  county. 


Air  Raid  Measure 
Among  3 Affecting 
Councils  of  Defense 

Three  major  proposals  affecting  the 
Council  of  Defense  program  in  Penn- 
sylvania have  been  introduced  in  the 
current  Special  Session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, all  of  them  falling  within  the 
scope  of  Governor  James’  call. 

One  measure,  known  as  an  “Air 
Raid  Precautions  Act,”  would  confer 
broad  powers  and  duties  on  the  State. 
Local  and  District  Councils  of  Defense 
to  adopt  regulations  and  enforce  them 
during  emergencies. 

Another  measure  would  authorize 
political  subdivisions  to  appropriate 
funds  to  Local  or  District  Councils  of 
Defense,  and  to  borrow  money  under 
certain  conditions  for  such  purposes. 
It  also  would  validate  such  appropria- 
tions already  made. 

Third  Proposal 

The  third  bill  proposes  that  au- 
thority be  given  to  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  to  recommend  to  the  Gov- 
ernor suspension  or  modification,  for 
a limited  period  during  the  war  emer- 
gency, of  statutes  which  interfere 
with  all-out  prosecution  of  war  and 
defense. 

In  all  three  cases,  the  measures 
were  sent  to  committee  for  study  and 
possible  amendments. 

Principal  features  of  the  Air  Raid 
Precautions  bill,  in  its  original  form 
as  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator 
John  M.  Walker,  Allegheny  County, 
and  in  the  House  by  Rep.  Francis  X. 
McClanaghan,  Philadelphia,  are: 

1.  The  State  Council  of  Defense  would,  be 
empowered  to  “adopt,  promulgate,  and  en- 
force rules,  regulations  and  orders"  to  pro- 
mote the  safety  of  civilians  and  property 
during  air  raids. 

2.  Local  and  District  Councils  of  Defense 
would  have  the  power  to  adopt  and  enforce 
regulations  along  the  same  lines,  60  long  as 
they  were  not  inconsistent  with  those 
adopted  by  the  State  Council. 

3.  It  would  be  the  duty  of  Local  and  Dis- 
trict Councils  of  Defense  "to  execute  and 
enforce”  regulations  adopted  by  the  State 
Council.  The  State  Council  could  "designate 
and  require  agencies ' to  aid  and  assist  the 
Council  In  the  discharge  of  one  or  more  of 
its  powers  and  duties  under  this  act”  and 
to  grant  the  necessary  authority  to  such 
agencies. 

4.  The  State  Council,  in  providing  for  the 
mobilization  and  coordination  of  municipal 
and  volunteer  agencies,  would  have  power 
"to  make  the  personnel  and  equipment  of 
6uch  agencies  available  for  duty  and  use 

i in  any  political  subdivision  other  than  the 
political  subdivision  in  whch  such  personne: 
and  equipment  are  normally  used,  employed 
or  act.” 

5.  The  State  Council  would  be  empowered 
to  adopt  and  enforce  regulations  covering 
the  use  of  fire  and  other  equipment  and 
supplies  offered  to  the  Commonwealth  or 
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Dozen  or  More  Conirol  Centers 

Being  Set  Up  In  Pennsylvania 
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AIR  RAID  MEASURE  . . . 
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any  political  subdivision  for  air  raid  defense 
activities  by  the  Federal  Government. 

6.  The  Commonwealth,  political  subdivi- 
sions, their  agents,  and  members  of  munic- 
ipal or  volunteer  agencies  ‘‘in  good  faith 
carrying  out,  complying  with,  or  attempting 
to  comply  with”  any  law  or  duly  promul- 
gated regulating  relating  to  blackouts,  air 
raid  drills,  or  other  such  activity  would  not 
be  liable  for  “any  injury  or  death  to  persons 
or  damage  to  property  as  the  result  of  such 
activity.”  The  foregoing  would  not  aSect 
the  right  of  any  person  to  receive  compensa- 
tion or  benefits  to  which  he  might  other- 
wise be  entitled. 

7.  Subject  to  limitations  contained  in  reg- 
ulations of  the  State  Council,  members  of 
volunteer  agencies  would  have  “the  powers 
of  peace  officers”  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
forcing regulations,  provided  that  such 
powers  would  not  tie  exercised  except  while 
they  were  on  active  duty  and  displaying 
authorized  identifying  insignia  during  an 
air  raid  drill  or  attack. 

8.  Any  persons  violating  provisions  of  this 
act  or  the  regulations  it  authorizes,  or  dis- 
playing official  insignia  without  authority, 
would  be  subject  to  a fine  not  exceeding  $200 
or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  90  days,  or 
both. 

9.  Unauthorized  and  false  air  raid  alarms, 
or  wilful  damage  to  a warning  device  would 
constitute  a misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine 
not  exceeding  $1,000  or  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  two  years,  or  both. 

Approves  Funds 

The  appropriations  measure,  intro- 
duced by  Senator  Montgomery  F. 
Crowe,  of  Monroe  County,  would  give 
authority  to  political  subdivisions  to 
appropriate  tax  monies  “to  any  Local 
or  District  Council  of  Defense”  and 
would  authorize  the  political  subdivi- 
sions to  borrow  money  under  certain 
conditions  for  such  purposes. 

It  also  would  validate  appropria- 
tions “heretofore  made  for  such  pur- 
poses.” 

The  proposal  for  suspension  or  modi- 
fication of  statutes  during  the  war 
emergency  was  introduced  by  Senator 
Frederick  L.  Homsher,  of  Lancaster 
County,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  State  Government. 


ASKS  REPORTS  ON  ALL 
ADULTERATION  RUMORS 

The  State  Council  of  Defense  has 
been  asked  to  advise  Local  Councils 
of  Defense  to  report  all  rumors  of 
adulteration  of  foods,  drugs  or  cos- 
metics to  Pennsylvania’s  headquarters 
of  the  Federal  Food  and  Drug  Admin- 
istration at  Second  and  Chestnut  Sts., 
Philadelphia. 


CONFER  ON  ALLOCATION 
OF  DEFENSE  MATERIAL 

President  Roosevelt  has  approved 
the  $100,000,000  Federal  appropriation 
for  Civilian  Defense  equipment,  but 
it  is  not  likely  that  any  of  the  material 
will  be  available  for  allocation  to  the 
states  for  at  least  several  months. 

Colonel  Augustine  S.  Janeway,  act- 
ing director  of  the  Third  Civilian  De- 
fense Region,  conferred  with  Dr.  A.  C. 
Marts,  executive  director  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense,  relative  to  dis- 
tribution procedure  last  week.  He  also 
talked  with  Charles  E.  Clark,  Chief 
Fire  Warden;  Dr.  Paul  Dodds,  Chief 
Medical  Officer;  and  Capt.  Ralph  E. 
Flinn,  Chief  Air  Raid  Warden,  who 
have  been  designated  by  the  State 
Council  to  supervise  custody  and  allo- 
cation of  the  equipment  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 


28,434  ARE  ENROLLED 
BY  VOLUNTEER  OFFICES 

Total  enrollments  of  28,434  volun- 
teers were  reported  for  the  first  month 
of  this  year  by  the  forty-seven  Civilian 
Defense  Volunteer  Offices  now  oper- 
ating in  twenty-one  counties  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Mrs.  Louise  Van  Valkenburg  and 
Mrs.  Kathryn  Flohr,  who  have  been 
assigned  by  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense to  assist  Local  Councils  in  set- 
ting up  these  offices,  reported  also  a 
widening  of  activities  by  Volunteer 
Office  staffs.  Mrs.  Flohr  was  loaned 
to  the  State  Council  by  the  State 
Treasury  Department. 


County  Directors  Named 
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firemen,  and  by  separate  instructors. 
The  County  Directors  will  now  arrange 
all  basic  courses.  Civilian  instructors 
will  teach  the  five-hour  basic  course, 
Fire  A,  Gas  A,  and  Gas  B,  Fire  School 
instructors  will  teach  Fire  B,  and  First 
Aid  instructors  will  teach  First  Aid. 

The  broadened  training  plan  was 
worked  out  following  clarification  of 
OCD  requirements  for  armbands.  The 
basic  insigne  is  awarded  for  comple- 
tion of  basic  training,  and  the  black 
pyramid  insignia  is  given  for  first  class 
rating  earned  in  special  duty  courses. 

Total  training  requirements  range 
from  7 hours  for  utilities  repair  and 
food  and  housing  squads  to  40  hours 
for  rescue  squads.  A teacher  manual 
covering  all  basic  instruction  is  being 
prepared  by  the  State  Council  of 
Defense. 


NO  ADDITIONAL  DUTIES 
FOR  PLANE  “SPOTTERS” 

The  State  Council  of  Defense  has 
been  asked  to  remind  Local  Councils 
of  Defense  that  civilians  who  have 
volunteered  for  aircraft  “spotter”  duty 
are  not  to  be  accepted  for  any  other 
phase  of  civilian  defense  work. 

Corrington  Gill,  Deputy  Executive 
of  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense, 
pointed  out  in  a letter  to  the  State 
Council  that  “if  any  considerable  num- 
ber of  civilian  volunteers  were  to 
leave  the  Aircraft  Warning  Service, 
it  might  seriously  weaken  an  essen- 
tial part  of  our  system  of  military 
defense.” 


Confirmed  Success 
in  Blackout  Tests 

Paced  by  the  impressive  blackout 
test  in  Philadelphia,  eleven  other  prac- 
tice blackouts  affecting  more  than 
seventy  Pennsylvania  communities 
have  been  staged  successfully  by  Coun- 
cils of  Defense  during  the  past  month. 

Although  all  of  the  blackout  tests, 
like  others  scheduled  for  this  month, 
were  planned  far  enough  in  advance 
to  give  the  populace  time  to  prepare, 
Headquarters  of  the  Third  Civilian 
Defense  Region  has  warned  that  from 
now  on  such  tests  may  be  ordered  “at 
any  time.” 

Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive  director 
of  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  in 
approving  recent  blackout  tests,  clari- 
fied the  ban  against  participation  by  in- 
dustry. 

“Industry  should  be  encouraged,”  he 
declared,  “to  try  to  blackout  its  ex- 
terior, wherever  this  can  be  done  with- 
out interfering  with  interior  opera- 
tions and  production.” 

Practice  blackouts,  in  addition  to 
Philadelphia,  have  been  held  by  the 
following  communities  and  counties 
under  permission  of  the  State  Council 
since  the  latter  part  of  January: 

Greencastle  (Jan.  25),  Mercersburg  (Jan. 
25),  Lititz  (Jan.  27),  Mt.  Joy  (Jan.  30),  Han- 
over (Feb.  3),  Susquehanna,  Oakland  and 
Lanesboro  (Feb.  3),  Elizabethtown  (Feb.  9), 
Washington  County,  covering  57  communi- 
ties (Feb.  17),  Strasburg  (Feb.  17),  Meadville 
(Feb.  18),  and  Sunbury,  Northumberland, 
and  Milton  (Feb.  21). 

Requests  for  practice  blackouts  have  been 
approved  as  follows:  Susquehanna  County 

(Mar.  4),  Connellsville  (Mar.  4),  Milford 
(Mar.  5),  Waymart,  Prompton,  Honesdale, 
White  Mills  and  Hawley  of  Wayne  County 
(Mar.  15),  Christiana  (Mar.  15),  and  Curwens- 
ville  (Mar.  16). 


POLICY  ON  EMBLEMS 

Adoption  of  identifying  emblems  for 
handicapped  groups  such  as  the  hard- 
of-hearing  so  that  they  can  be  warned 
individually  in  case  of  air  raid  alerts 
is  being  discouraged  by  the  Office  of 
Civilian  Defense. 

Such  emblems,  unless  adopted  by 
the  group  itself,  “might  have  a bad 
psychological  effect,”  the  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  has  been  advised.  In- 
stead, air  raid  wardens  are  being  in- 
structed to  learn  where  hard-of-hear- 
ing people  live  and  then  warn  them 
personally  when  an  alarm  is  sounded. 


RESCUE  SQUAD  BUSY 

The  Northampton  County 
Council  of  Defense’s  Rescue 
Squad  training  program  is  pay- 
ing dividends  already. 

One  member  of  the  Rescue 
Squad  gave  first  aid  treatment 
to  a woman  badly  hurt  in  an 
automobile  crash  until  an  ambu- 
lance arrived;  another  Squad 
worker  used  his  training  to  ex- 
tricate a quarry  employe  from 
machinery  and  treated  him  for 
shock  until  a physician  reached 
the  scene,  while  a third  admin- 
istered artificial  respiration  to 
his  son,  who  was  overcome  by 
coal  gas. 

Approximately  800  men  are  in 
training  for  rescue  work,  accord- 
ing to  Theodore  Whitesell,  who 
is  in  charge  of  this  phase  of  the 
county  program. 
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Victory  Garden  Program 

Gains  Momentum  in  State 


The  Victory  Garden  Program  is 
heading  toward  full  momentum  in 
Pennsylvania  following  the  observance 
of  “Victory  Garden  Enrollment  Week” 
and  the  release  of  detailed  instructions 
to  county  and  local  committees. 

In  designating  last  week  as  “Enroll- 
ment Week,”  Governor  Arthur  H. 
James  called  on  all  citizens  who  have 
suitable  ground  and  garden  facilities 
to  enroll  with  their  local  Victory 
Garden  Committees  “so  that  the  plant- 
ing of  these  gardens  can  go  forward 
without  delay  in  the  early  spring.” 

Meanwhile,  as  the  Advisory  Victory 
Garden  Committee  of  the  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  met  at  the  Capitol  to 
speed  matters  of  organization,  reports 
of  Victory  Garden  Committee  appoint- 
ments were  coming  in  growing  num- 
bers from  County  Councils  of  Defense. 

Urges  Speed 

The  need  for  prompt  appointment  of 
county  and  local  committees  was 
stressed  by  Mrs.  H.  B.  Eliason,  chair- 
man of  the  State  Advisory  Committee, 
who  pointed  out  that  much  preliminary 
planning  is  required  before  new 
gardeners  can  be  coached  and  their 
efforts  started. 

A statement  of  Victory  Garden  ob- 
jectives and  policy  released  by  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  made  it 
clear  that  the  increase  in  home-grown 
vegetables  is  desired  not  only  to  off- 
set shipments  to  our  armed  forces  and 
our  allies  but  also  to  improve  the  nu- 
tritional status  of  our  civilians  and 
thus  to  promote  morale. 

Home  production  is  stressed  par-

ticularly  for  tomatoes,  peas,  corn,  and 
string  beans — the  common  vegetables 
which  are  being  diverted  in  greatest 
quantities. 

Competent  gardeners  and  County 
Farm  Agents  are  to  assist  in  the  pro- 
gram. Besides  providing  advice  and 
printed  instructions,  the  Farm  Agents 
are  to  approve  sites  for  community 
gardens  on  the  basis  of  suitable  soil, 
drainage  and  other  technical  aspects. 

Commenting  on  the  type  of  gardeners 
desired.  Dr.  Warren  B.  Mack,  of  State 
College,  executive  secretary  of  the 
State  Advisory  Committee,  said: 

“Experienced  gardeners  will  do  their 
part  by  improving  and  expanding  their 
present  gardens,”  but  there  must  also 
be  widespread  planting  of  new  gardens 
by  persons  who  have  not  previously 
raised  their  own  vegetables,  provided 
there  is  proper  supervision  of  the  ef- 
forts of  new  gardeners.” 


700,000  Volunteers 


Pennsylvania  will  need  more  than 

700.000  volunteers  to  bring  the  Citizens 
Defense  Corps  to  the  minimum  strength 
recommended  by  the  Office  of  Civilian 
Defense. 

This  figure  is  based  solely  on  OCD 
estimates  of  the  number  of  volunteers 
needed  per  1,000  population  in  each 
protective  service,  and  does  not  allow 
for  special  target  areas  or  for  unusual 
local  or  state  requirements,  such  as  the 

95.000  auxiliary  firemen  deemed  neces- 
sary in  Pennsylvania. 

More  than  200,000  volunteers  already 
are  enrolled  in  the  state.  The  esti- 
mated total  needs  for  each  service  are:

ORDER  WIDENS  DUTIES 
OF  RATIONING  BOARDS 

Tire  Rationing  Boards,  their  duties 
widened  by  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense to  include  rationing  of  all  com- 
modities which  may  come  under  Fed- 
eral supervision,  will  now  be  known 
as  County  and  Local  Rationing  Boards, 
dropping  the  word  “Tire.” 

The  boards  have  been  advised  by  T. 
Elmer  Transeau,  State  Rationing  Ad- 
ministrator for  the  State  Council,  to 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  Fed- 
eral plan  for  issuing  sugar  rationing 
books  through  the  school  system  since 
the  program  for  distributing  sugar 
will  eventually  come  under  the  Ra- 
tioning program. 

Rationing  of  Pennsylvania’s  three- 
months  quota  of  9297  new  automobiles 
got  underway  this  week.  The  auto- 
mobile rationing  regulations  are  basic- 
ally the  same  as  those  governing  tire 
apportionment  with  few  exceptions. 


PLANT  SCHOOL  THIS 
WEEK  AT  ALLENTOWN 

A one-day  Plant  Protection  School 
was  held  Feb.  18  in  Williamsport  with 
approximately  350  representatives  of 
industry  and  institutions  of  that  area 
receiving  instruction  in  how  to  safe- 
guard personnel  and  equipment  against 
air  attacks. 

The  School  was  the  sixth  sponsored 
by  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  and 
the  seventh  will  be  held  at  Allentown 
on  March  5.

program  in  every  part  of  the  Com- 
i monwealth. 

Following  an  initial  meeting  of  the 
16-member  Advisory  group,  chairmen 
of  the  State’s  67  County  Councils  of 
Defense  were  asked  to  name  County 
Salvage  Committees  whose  chairmen 
will  then  attend  regional  meetings  at 
which  complete  instructions  for  the 
program  will  be  given. 

Vitally  needed  in  our  war  effort  are: 

Waste  Paper — Magazines,  news- 
papers, paper  bags,  cardboard,  car- 
tons, boxes,  and  wrapping  paper  to 
pack  foods,  airplane  and  tank  parts, 
shells  and  ammunition. 

Old  Rags — Cast-off  clothing,  burlap 
bags,  pillows,  mattresses  and  carpets 
for  wiping  cloths  and  for  roofing  and 
flooring  materials  for  construction. 

Scrap  Metals — Iron,  steel,  brass, 
copper,  aluminum,  lead  and  zinc  found 
in  discarded  tools,  beds,  stoves,  tire 
chains,  pots  and  nans,  batteries  and 
household  utensils  for  ammunition, 
tanks,  airplanes  and  firing  arms. 

Old  Rubber — Discarded  automobile 
tires  and  tubes,  overshoes  and  rubber 
clothing  for  new  tires  and  tubes. 

The  Salvage  Program  will  be  carried 
into  rural  areas  where,  it  is  estimated, 
that  each  farm  will  yield  an  average 
of  700  pounds  of  scrap  material,  prin- 
cipally discarded  parts  of  farm  ma- 
chinery. 

Both  John  S.  Rice,  chairman  of  the 
Advisory  Committee,  and  Colley  S. 
Baker,  executive  secretary,  have  em- 
phasized that  the  County  Salvage 
Committees,  when  organized  for  carry- 
ing on  the  long-term  program  to  save 
and  collect  waste  material,  should 
strive  to  co-ordinate  the  efforts  of  all 
local  charitable,  civic  and  other  or- 
ganizations which  have  already  started 
collection  of  scrap  for  war  needs.

CONSUMER  FIELD  IS 
DEFINED  BY  COUNCIL 

The  State  Council  of  Defense  has  de- 
fined the  responsibilities  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  on  Consumer  Inter- 
ests because  of  its  close  relation  to 
the  activities  of  committees  on  agri- 
culture, Victory  Gardens,  Salvage, 
Housing,  American  Unity  and  Ra- 
tioning. 

“The  Consumer  Interests  Commit- 
tee,” according  to  the  definition,  “is 
responsible  for  fair  retail  prices,  and 
for  education  of  consumers  in  wise 
buying  and  commodity  standards.  It 
should  work  especially  close  with  Ra- 
tioning Boards,  Victory  Gardens  and 
Salvage  Committees,  and  the  Nutri- 
tion Council,  and  should  be  accurately 
informed  of  Price  Control  legislation 
and  administration.”
